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FOREWORD 


THE  BROOKLYN  SOCIETY  OF 
ETCHERS  was  founded  in  1916 
with  the  object  of  promoting  the 
interests  of  etching  in  America.  The 
Society  is  composed  of  two  classes  of 
members,  Active  and  Associate,  the  former 
including  many  of  the  best  known  Amer¬ 
ican  etchers  of  to-day,  and  the  latter  num¬ 
bering  over  three  hundred  men  and  women 
prominent  in  art  circles.  Each  Associate 
Member  receives  annually  a  print  by  one 
of  the  Active  Members. 

In  the  five  years  of  the  Society’s  existence 
it  has  exhibited  yearly  at  the  Brooklyn 
Museum,  and  this  winter,  in  addition  to 
the  present  New  York  exhibition,  a  col¬ 
lection  of  prints  is  being  sent  to  all  the 
prominent  art  centres  of  the  country. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  The 
Brooklyn  Society  of  Etchers  holds  this,  its 
first  exhibition  in  New  York,  and  with  the 
hope  that  the  print-loving  public  will  con¬ 
tinue  its  interest  in  and  support  of  the 
increasingly  appreciated  art  of  etching. 


ETCHING 


AN  etching  is  a  print  from  an  incised 
plate  of  metal.  The  plate  is  coated 
with  wax,  drawn  upon  by  a  stylus,  or  needle, 
which  lays  bare  the  surface,  and  immersed 
in  a  bath  of  acid,  which  bites  into  the  ex¬ 
posed  lines.  The  strength  of  these  is  con¬ 
trolled  by  painting  them  out  with  varnish  as 
they  reach  the  needed  depth.  In  aquatint 
a  dust  of  rosin  is  precipitated  on  the  plate, 
melted  into  small  globules,  and  the  exposed 
network  of  metal  bitten  as  above.  In 
mezzotint  the  surface  is  roughened  by  rock¬ 
ing  with  a  toothed  chisel,  until  the  whole 
plate  would  print  black.  It  is  then  scraped 
in  varying  degrees  to  produce  the  different 
tones.  In  dry-point  there  is  no  coating.  A 
sharp  stylus  cuts  the  lines  directly  leaving  a 
feathery  roughness  around  them. 

In  all  these  cases,  after  completion  the 
plate  is  covered  with  ink,  and  the  surface 
then  wiped  clean  leaving  the  lines  full.  A 
damp  sheet  of  paper  is  laid  on  it,  and  it 
is  passed  under  a  roller,  which  presses  the 
ink  onto  the  paper.  This  produces  the  print.
